UNCLE SAM'S NAVY. 

A Chapter of Speculations us to What the 
New Administration Will Do 
With It. 

Washington, March 23.— Rear Admiral 
Gherhardi and Acting-Rear Admiral 
Walker will retire from tho U. S. naval 
service early in May. The latter desires to 
be commandant of tho Boston navy yard. 
Admiral Gherhardi as senior ollicer of the 
navy can yet almost any shore duty he may 
desire. It would not lie surprising if he 
reeepted the superintendency of the 
naval academy which will become vacunt 
in June next. As Rear Admiral Bcuhum 
bus little over a year more to serve, it ia 
not improbable that lie will bo assigned to 
tho North Atlantic squadron at an early 
day. His name ia, however, mentioned in 
connection with tho proposed new South 
Pacific station, though Commodore Erbon 
is his senior in order for Bea aerviue. Should 
Admiral Ifenham lie directed to carry out 
tho original orders assigning him to tho 
command of tho South Atlantic Btation, it 
is likely that one of tho two commodores 
named will succeed to the command of the 
North Atlantic Bquadrou. 

Thero will be a wide Ecattoring of naval 
vessels when the coming Columbian naval 
review ends. Arrangements are taking up 
moat of the time of the officials. One gen- 
eral conclusion, as to the government's 
naval policy, has already been reached, how- 
ever, and that is that the practice of detail- 
ing vessels to participate in cele- 
brations in harbors along the coast 
will bo discontinued and vessels as- 
signed lo legitimate work. When 
there are shipa conveniently available ap- 
plications to have them participate in cele- 
brations will reeeivo consideration, but tho 
intention is to have the ships where they arc 
moat needed for the work of protecting 
American interests rather than for furnish- 
ing exhibits for some particular station. 
The vessels, it is understood, will be kept 
at sea, on foreign stations, where they will 
bo available for any ( mergency. 

The proposition Iuib been revived to di- 
vide the Pacific station into two commands, 
one to be known as the North Pacific, with 
headquarters at San Fruncisco, and tho 
other us the South Pacific, with headquar- 
ters at Callao, Peru. Tho North Pacific 
and the Chinese atationa are considered L 
navy people as the two most imp 
squadrons at, the present time. Naval i

Should the European 
squadron be established, Commodore F. M 
Ramsay, tho present chief of tho bureau ol 
navigation, it is generally believed will be 
selected ita tho commanding ollicer.

KINGSTON, Jumaica, March 2:).— News of 
the diacovcry of u new plot ngainst Presi- 
dent Hippolyte and in favor of tho exiled 
General Manigat, bus just been brought to 
this city from Hayti. The plot was un- 
earthed at Jucmel, whero the governor, who 
is loyal to Hippolyte, found that his aide 
was in leuguo with Manigat's supporters, 
and that an uprising in favor of tho exile 
was about to bo started. A search of the 
aide's house was ordered. Thero wu's a 
large quantity of arms, to he used by the 
revolutionista, found, and tho details 
of the plot became known. Government 
troops were sent at onco to arrest the 
olletiders, hut only a few of them were 
captured.

Although the trouble 
was confined to Jucmel, the fuct that such & 
plot exiated ia suid to have caused great un- 
eaaineaa in Hayti. 

Premier llil.lm ICankrupt, 

SVDNEV, March 23.— Sir George Richard 
Uibbs, K.C. M.G., Premier and Colonial 
secretary of New South Wales, ia in finan- 
cial dillieulties, and baa given up his estate 
to satisfy the demands ot his creditors. He 
has resigned his seat in parliament although 
he still retains his premiership.

Formal Organization ( of the Court— 
The Printed Arguments to Be 
Presented April Fourth. 

Pakis, March 2:! — The court of arbitru- 
tion appointed to adjust tho difficulties be- 
tween Great Rritain and the United States 
in the seal fisheries in Rehring Seu, met to- 
day in the office of the French foreign min- 
istry. All the members of tho court were 
present as follows : Hon. John M. Hurkin 
and Hon. John T. Morgan, appointed by 
the President of the United States ; Baron 
do Courcelles, appointed by the President 
of Franco ; Ilia Excellency Gregcrs W. \V. 
Gram, appointed by the King of Sweden j 
His Excellency Marquis Emilio Visconti 
Vonosta, appointed by the King of Italy ; 
Right Hon. Sir Charles Hannen and Sir 
John S. D. Thompson, appointed by 
Queen Victoria ; Hon. John W. Foster, 
present as ugent on the part of tho United 
Stales, und Hon. C. H. Topper, Dominion 
Minister of Marine und Fisheries, as agent 
on the part of Great Britain. The counsel 
present on the part of tho United 
States were Hon. E. J. Phelps of Vermont, 
James C. Carter of New York, Hon. Henry 
W. llloilgett of Illinois; and assistant coun- 
sel on the part of the United States, Robt. 
Lansing of New York. Counsel for Great 
Britain present were Sir Charles 'Russell, 
Attorney-Generul ; Sir Richard Webster, 
ox Attorney-General j Mr. C. Robinson, of 
the Canadian bur, and Hon. W. H. Cross. 

Mr. Develle, French minister of foreign 
nfTiirs, made a short speech welcoming the 
members of the court, agents and counsel. 
The meeting was purely formal. Crerien- 
liula were presented and the court organized 
by the election of Baron de Courceiles as 
president. It was decided to meet at 1 1 :30 
a.m. each day und to Bit four hours und □ 
half daily. The meetings to bo open to 
members of iho press, to whom cards 
should bo issued. The court then ad- 
journed until April -I, in order to examine 
the printed arguments of tho United States 
and Great Britain, which will then be pre- 
sented. These printed arguments are to 
bo submitted to tho American Congreaa and 
to tho British Parliament, possibly next 
week. All the members of the court made 
a general and formal visit to President Car- 
not to-day. 



A TOILSOME JOURNEY. 

How a .Member of tho Newfoundland Legis- 
lature and 1Mb Wife Beached 
the Capital. 

St. Johns, Nfld., March 23. —Mrs. Bur- 
geaa, wife of a member of tho Newfound 
land Legislature, bus juat accomplished a 
most remarkable journey. She has walked 
230 miles on snow shoes through this coun- 
try in accompanying her husband to tho 
present session of the Legislature. The 
weather was terrific in its severity, and 
they encountered frequent anow storma on 
the way. Three nights they camped out 
protected from tho storm only by tempor- 
ary shelter made from the botigha of treeB. 
Once, in crossing un arm of tho sea. a diB- 
tanco of eleven milea, in a boat, they 
were cuught in an ice lloe and carried 
seawards. Thoir boat leaked und to save 
themselves from being swamped they were 
compelled to stop up the seams with pieces 
of old rope. Iiy the greatest exertion only 
they succeeded ut last in making the shore 
which they bad set out to reach. Bays cov- 
ered with floating ice were creased, while 
thick foreata were traversed where little or 
no path had been niade. They were com- 
pelled to cross many of tho streama that lay 
in their route by means of fallen trees. 
Sixteen days were taken up in tho journey. 
Such a trip, it is said, was never before 
accomplished in this island. 

PAPAL RECEPTION. 

Ills Holiness Receives the Princess of Wales, 
the Duke of York and Two Princesses. 

Romk, March 23. — Popo Leo gavo a 
ceremonial audience to-day to tho Princess 
of Wales, her daughters, the Princesses 
Victoria und Maude, and her son, Prince 
George, Duke of York, attended by tho full 
Buito. The occasion was made one of un- 
usual splendor. The entire pontifical court 
waa assembled in state nrray, und all tho 
English prelates nt present in Rome were 
in attendance. The major doino und pre- 
fect of tho apostolic piduce, Mgr. della 
Volpe, und the grand almoner and eight 
other prominent members of the papal court 
received tho viBitora at tho foot of the 
royal staircase and conducted them through 
the vuriouo rooniB to tho chamber of stuto, 
whoro Leo received them most courteously.

Tho Senuto to-day struck out the pro- 
vision of the witnesses' hill which compelled 
husband und wife to give evidence ugainat 
one another when accused. 

Eighty members have presented to the 
Governor-General u memorial usking federal 
interference in the matter of the recent 
Nova Scotia coal deal. 

The International Navigation scheme for 
a 20-foot water way from Lake Erie to Lake 
Chuniplain, received tho assent of the Rail- 
way committco this morning, Associated 
withChauncey Button, the promoter,who ia 
from Pittsburg, are a large number of Caua- 
dian capitalists. The capital stock is §10,- 
000,000. The channela would be so wide 
and deep that the largest lake vessels could 
aleuui through them at full speed. Thero 
would be but seven locks between Luke 
Erie anil the terminus, und but four be- 
tween Montreal and New York, and the 
locks would movo two vessels at the same 
time, one ascending while the other was de- 
scending.

FIVE LIVES LOST. 

Four Women and a Baby Victims of a Fire in 
Cleveland, Ohio. 

Cleveland, March 2:f.— Shortly before 12 
o'clock to day fire broke out in the Morgan, 
a faahionablo apartment bouse on Prospect 
street near Granger. The engines responded 
<|uickly, but before help arrived the build- 
ing was enveloped in (lames and smoko, and 
a terrible panic ensued. The houso waa a 
handsome one of three stories. A central 
hall runs through the building, with rooniB 
on either side. Tho only escape was by 
way of the front Btairs. Those in the third 
etory hud no time to get their gooda to- 
gether, and before they were aware of any 
fire they wero surrounded with flameB and 
smoke. The scene was a terrible one, and tho 
excitement and consternation of those in 
safety who were unable to aid the suffocat- 
ing women and children waa great. The 
firemon worked heroically. A second alarm 
was given, und every effort made to reacuo 
those still in the burning building. The 
loss of life is the most terriblo in the annule 
of Cleveland fires. Tho body of tho first" 
woman found was that of Mrs. Summers, a 
blind lady, who had groped her way to the 
atuirs only to die. Three other women with 
a littlo child, whose name has not yet been 
learned, were all found lying on tho floor of 
the second story in the front hall dead, suf- 
focated by smoko.

THE FRUIT OUTLOOK. 

Editor Columhiah — Sir: I notice, with 
regret, uu item iu your issue of this even- 
ing, which, if permitted to pass into general 
circulation, may do serious injury to the 
fruit-growing interests of this Province. 
Vuu slate that " the impression appears to 
he general that the Arotie weather last 
mouth destroyed many peach and pear 
trees throughout the district. Manuger 
Sharpe, of the Experimental Farm, hardly 
expects to see some of his finest trees leaf 
again. " 

I doubt very much whether such a sweep- 
ing statement was ever made by Mr. Shaipe, 
and, if it were, I feel suro that on closer 
inspection he will find it necessary to revise 
it. I have very curefully examined the 
trees growing and fruiting in I'elham 
Gardens, and um thankful to report that/ no 
damage whatever has been dono to apples, 
pears, prunes, plums, cherries or peaches. 
And, as tho altitude is much higher than 
thut of tho Experimental Farm, and my 
thermometer registered 2. below that 
reported by Mr. Sharpe, I cannot under- 
stand why my trees should eseapo end his 
be destroyed. 

I have never before heard of pear trees 
being killod by frost, and I doubt vory 
much that a single pear tree has beeu so 
destroyed anywhere in tho I'rownce during 
tho past or any other yeur. Downing, who 
is regarded as tho standard authority on 
fruit trees, states that "The pear is hardier 
than the apple. Some trees are known to 
be 1-00 years old." Our climate and soil aro 
admirably adapted to the cultivation of this 
noble fruit, and it eeema a pity thut the 
impression should get ubroad that, tho trees 
are liable to be killed by frost. Nothing is 
further from the truth. 

No better pears were ever grown than 
those shown by Mr. Earl, of Lyttou, at our 
last two exhibitions. They were tho beat 
specimens I over saw in any country, not 
excepting the American Centennial Exposi- 
tion in 1S7(), and as Lyttou is many degrees 
colder than the country west of the Cas- 
cades, it would seem that no one need 
hesitate to plunt pears in abundance, for 
thero is not the slightest risk of the trees 
being killed by iow temperature. Un- 
drained soil is much more dangerous. 

With peach trees the case is different, as 
they are much more liable to injury, al- 
though I saw last year in Yale district per- 
fectly healthy peach trees over 30 years old, 
and you ure awaro that Vale is much colder 
than Westminster. 

It ia possible that some tender shoots, the 
gro ivth of lust year, on peach trees, have 
been killed by tho last cold snap. This oc- 
curs quite frequently in such peach-growing 
countries as New York, Ohio and the Dela- 
ware peninsula ; but that uuy considerable 
number of lues have beeu killed in this 
Province 1 do not believe. Inquiries are 
being sent out to different points, and when 
replies shall have been received the fucts 
will be placed at the disposal of the press, 
and it may be decided to issue a bulletin 
containing full information. 

Mr. Sharpe, of the Experimental Farm, is 
experimenting with almonds, olives and 
citron trees, und it is altogether likely that 
he may have referred to theso when speak- 
ing on the subject. It is necessary to exer- 
cise the utmost caution in sending out dis- 
couraging reports, which ure sure to bo 
magnified in going the rounds of tho press, 
and used to the disadvantage of this Pro- 
vince. 

The past winter has been tho severest 
ever experienced in British Columbia, and 
yet I am thankful to report tho best prom- 
ise of an abundant yield of fruit that I have 
seen in fivo years. If you or uny one else 
have uny doubts on this point, come and 
see me. 

Sorry to occupy so much of your space, 
and yet it seems one's duty to place such 
fucts beforo tho public. 1 may say that 
greuter attention must be devoted to tho 
interests of fruit growing and agriculture 
generally, if we expect this Province to 
prosper. 

The press should weigh very carefully 
overy item in relation to theee subjects, and 
ho sure of its factB before they appear in 
print.

Schoonor Minnie, Capt. Yictor Jacobscn, 
the second sealer to roturn to port to pro- 
pare for lier Northern eruiao, arrived in port 
yesterday afternoon with 107 skins stowed 
in her hold. The principal news brought 
by her is that of the wreck of the Otto, 
which left here in command of Capt. Keofe 
Bonio time in January. This information 
was given to Capt- Jucobsen by tho store- 
keeper at Kyuquot, who had been told that 
the Otto had run ashore at Pachena and had 
part of her keel, together with a great deal 
of her coppering, carried away. If tho in- 
formation is authentic, it is quite probable 
tho Otto will bo obliged to return to port 
for repairs. As far as can bo ascertained, 
tho schooner dragged her anchors in a storm 
ono day last week and thus got on the rocks. 
The Minnie spoke the Oscar and llattie on 
Tuesday last with 10 skins, the Bronda 
with d'.i, tho Fawn with "i~>, the Annio K. 
Paint with KM, and the Beatrice with 105. 
On starting for Victoria the Minnie left all 
her Indian hunters ut Pachena, where she 
will call for them in a few days. 

REFITTING FOR Till'. .NORTH. 
The little schooner Labrador, Capt. 
WhUcley, has returned to port trom the 
seali^'V ground*, to take on fresh supplies 
for her Northern cruise, on which she 
started at daylight to-day. Like all the 
other schooners, the Labrador has had poor 
luck, having only fourteen skins to show for 
her spring trip. The Labrador was in 
company with the Walter L. Rich at sea 
when the gale aroso on Friday last, and al- 
though the latter had four of her boats 
stove in, tho former, a much smaller boat, 
rode the rough seas for .'>(! hours without 
receiving the slightest damage.

10!) of 
our Statutes sets forth the procedure to bo 
followed for the legal identification of lost 
or disputed boundaries that have been or 
may be run under the authority of the Gov- 
ernnicnt. 

In this act it is declared that: 

1 — All corners so established aie un- 
alterable. 

2— Boundary lines are straight lines be- 
tween said corners. 

'A — If a corner is lost or disputed its legal 
location is determined by attainable evid- 
ence. If tho evidence is not satisfactory 
surveyors are instructed to tako certain 
measurements, from which the legal corner 
is obtained. In case the survey or evidence 
is disputed, a court, of course, is the final 
referee. Similar disputes can occur 
with a trigonometrical survey, with 
the same source for a final decision. 
This system of identification of properly ob- 
tains in Ontario, Manitoba ami the North- 
west Territories, where the Torrens system 
is in force. 1 regret to say that our law re- 
fers only to government surveys, subdi- 
visions made by individuals or companies 
not being included. Undoubtedly until 
chap. 109 is extended to includo Bucll prop- 
erties it is difficult to see how the Torrens 
system could he applied to them. 

The British Columbia Association of Pro- 
vincial Lund Surveyors laid this with other 
matters before the Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works last December, and confi 
dently looked forward to this and other 
changes being effected this session. So far, 
the substitution of an oath for a certificate 
on a plan for registration by tho surveyor 
who has made the survey is the only amend- 



ment mado in accordanco with their re- 
quests. I trust, however, that it is tho in- 
tention of the Government to introduco 
these changes before tho session ends.

If I had been allowed 
to finish tho sentenco I would have con- 
tinued: "And using her talents and attorn- 
ments for the general good, would have led 
ono to suppose that newspaper notoriety 
was the reverend gentleman's otic noir." 

Then, when I was endeavoring to illus- 
trate the moral responsibility of the congre- 
gation for tho pulpit utterances, I am mado 
to say that " tho Rev. Mr. Macleod seemed 
to court newspaper notoriety by talking rot 
from the pulpit." What I did say was : 
11 Suppose tho pulpit be filled by ono who 
talked rot, how could the congregation meet 
its financial responsibilities?" There was 
no intention to unduly reflect upon tho rev- 
erend gentleman in theBO connections, and I 
regret it should so have appeared in your 
publication.

QUEEN VS. FAR WELL. 

Following is the report of the case of 
Queen vs. Farwell as given in the Toronto 
newspapers : 

Queen vs. Farwell — This caso is being 
fought through the courts for the second 
time. The defendant, A. S. Farwell, on the 
Kith of January, lkS5, obtained letters 
patent from tho Government of British 
Columbia for 1,175 acres in tho district of 
Kootenay, situated within tho railway belt 
of the C.P.R., and comprising tho site of 
the present town of Revelstnke. Theso 
lands the Dominion Government claimed as 
having passed to them under the. statutory 
grant of the railway belt by the Provincial 
Legislature, prior to tho issuing to Farwell 
of the letters patent. Farwell got judgment 
in the Exchequer Court, but on appeal to 
the Supreme Court of Canada the decision 
of Mr. Justice Henry in tho Exchequer was 
reversed, and the title to the lauds declured 
to be in the Crown in right of the Dominion. 
Tho case then stoppod there. It now comes 
up on a now information by tho Attorney- 
General of tho Dominion, asking the aid of 
the Exchequer Court in carrying out the 
former judgment on appeal by compelling 
Farwell to rectify the registered titlo to the 
lands and to removo all clouds from tho 
Crown's titlo. Farwell, in his defence 
thereto, sought to open up the whole ques- 
tion of titlo again, and contended that the 
decision of their Lordships of the Privy 
Council in the precious metals case had sub- 
stantially overruled the decision of the Can- 
adian Supremo Court in his former case. 
The case wus heard at Victoria in Septem- 
ber last, A. N. Richards, Q C., Hon. Mr. 
Pooley, QC, and Mr. Helnicken conduct- 
ing the case for the Crown ; Mr. E. V. Bod- 
well and Mr. Gordon Hunter for the de- 
fendant. Judge Burbidge finds against the 
defendant's contention, and orders that he 
execute to the Crown, in right of Canada, 
a surrender of conveyance of the lands in 
(juestion. 

DEEDS OF A FIEND. 

He Murders Ills Wife and Slster-ln-I.au, 
Mutilates Ills Child and (lets Lynched 
Himself. 

Des Moines, Iowa, March 22. — The Reg- 
ister has just received tho following dis- 
patch from Albia : A brutal and shocking 
tragedy occurrod at Hiteman, a mining 
town near this place, this morning. Wil- 
liam Fraser was a drunken miner, living 
with his family, consisting of his wife and 
one babe, at Carbondale. A few days ago, 
on account of Fraser's drunkenness 
and abuse, his wife, taking her babe 
left him and went to Hiteman to 
stay with her sister, Mrs. Smith. Yester- 
day Fraser came to this place, and went to 
Hiteman early this morning. Immediately 
after arriving there he inquired for the res- 
idence of Mrs. Smith, and being informed 
where it waB, went immediately to tho 
house, walked in, and, without a word, 
plunged a knife into his wife's heart, kill- 
ing her almost instantly. Mrs. Smith hear- 
ing the disturbance in tho room, was com- 
ing from the kitchen, when Fraser, with the 
cry of a demon, sprang upon her. driving 
his knife to the hilt in her breast. She died 
in a few moments. 

Not having done enough of his fiendish 
work, he then proceeded to torture and 
mutilate his own babe of a few months of 
age, nearly severing one leg from the body 
and badly cutting the child otherwise. 
Neighbors hearing the disturbance rushed 
in, and Fraser immediately made for the 
woods. The citizens went in hot pursuit. 
After about two hours of an exciting chaso 
Fraser was captured about two miles from 
here, without the least resistance, by Joo 
Box, Joe Lewis and Mr. Price. Ho was 
turned over to the sheriff and posse who 
had gone from here to bring him to this 
place. Tho sheriff put Fraser in a light 
wagon ami started for Albia with all speed 
possible. They were overtaken by an in- 
furiated mob of miners, who compelled the 
sheriff to surrender the prisoner o.'er to 
them. Fraser was taken to Hiteman and 
told to look upon his bloody work, and then 
promptly hung to the limb of a tree ntar 
town. No motive is given for the crime ex- 
cept the anger caused by his wife's leaving 
him. The. child's chances of recovery are 
pronounced by surgeons as very good. 



BOMB THROWING IN ROME. 

More Anarchist Attempts to Work Ruin and 
Destruction at the expense of 
Unman Life. 

Romk, March 23.— A bomb was exploded 
to-day into the street back of tho Univer- 
sity dtlla Sapien/.i. No damage was done. 
The university was but a short distance 
from the Pantheon. Nobody saw the bomb 
placed and no arrests have been made. In 
connection with the affair at tho Mariguoli 
Palace it is stated that tho police have no 
clue to the authors of the outrage, though 
they firmly believe that they are anarchists 
trying to intimidate the authorities and 
thus prevent tho punishment of their 
friends recently arrested. This theory iH 
not generally accepted, however, as the out- 
rages have been directed as much against 
the Vatican officers as against the Govern- 
ment, Every possible effort is being made 
to detect the guilty parties and prevent a 
repetition of tho outrages.

REASSURING. 

In another column will be fourd a letter 
to the Westminster Columbian, written by 
Mr. Thomas Cunningham, on " Tho Fruit 
Outlook." Mr. Cunningham is an authority 
on fruit cultivation, and anything which ho 
siye on the subject is well worthy the atten- 
tion of all who take an interest in the fruit 
growing and fruit preserving industries of 
this Province. He is a moat successful hor- 
ticulturist himself, and his experience can- 
Bat be at fiult with respect to the effect of 
the late severe winter on the fruit 
trees. When lie says that tho cold 
weather has not damaged tho per trees 
in tho least, and that notwithstanding 
the severity of tho winter he is thankful to 
report tho beat promise of nu abundant crop 
of fruit that he has seen in five years, ho 
may be implicitly relied upon. He speaks 
of that whereof he knows, and testifies to 
that which he has seen. 

This is not the case with persons who, 
taking their owii surmises for knowledge, 
speak of the effects of last winter's frost as 
being most injurious to the fruit trees. 
Such reports aro calculated to do the 
Province a great deal of harm, for one of its 
moat promising resources ia ita fruit grow- 
ing capabilities. People are only just now 
beginning to realize how well adapted this 
Province ia for raising a great variety 
of the best kinds of fruit. As 
good peara can bo raised in British 
Columbia as any country in the 
world can produce, and tho skilful 
fruit grower can calculate with certainty on 
tlin very best results. Reports, therefore, 
which lead inquirers to believe that the 
winter may lis so severe in this Province aa 
to kill tho pear trees can hardly fail to dis- 
0»uraue those who propose to cultivate 
fruit in some part of it. Consequently 
when so experienced and so successful a 
fruit-grower as Mr. Thomas Cunningham 
assures the public that there are no grounds 
for ouch reports gardener.) and fr uit growers 
here and elsewhere may safely act upon the 
information he impurts. 



senUtions and stole their money after- 
wards, though criminals certainly, aro not 
criminals of so deep a dyo as the Deputies 
and Senators who knew perfectly well that 
the directors of tho Panama Company were 
cheating tho people, yot who ran after them 
to get a share of the stolen money. 

It takes away one's faith in human nature 
to fiud that men occupying high positions in 
the State and in socioty, and bearing un- 
blemished characters, could not, when the 
opportunity prcaen ted itself, resist tho tempt- 
ation of committing crimes of tho most 
sordid kind. It ia difficult to believo that 
there ia such a thing aa honor left in the 
world, when wo aeo men who might ho ex- 
pected to scorn to do anything that even 
appeared to be dishonorable, perpetrating 
crimes that a really honorable man could 
not imagine himself capable of committing. 
It is well for tho reputation of the French 
nation that tho Panama criminals meet with 
so little sympathy, and that the people de- 
mand that they receive tho punishment 
which their crimes deserve. 

A LITTLE TOO VENTURESOME. 

The Hon. ,J. M. Rusk, late United States 
Secretary of Agriculture, undertakes to tell 
the world in tho March number of the 
North American Review what American 
farming will bo a hundred years hence. 
Mr. Rusk cannot place a very high value on 
his reputation as a prophet when he takes 
upon himself to predict what condition any 
industry in America or any other country 
will he in in tho year 1993. Who in 1793 
would have ventured to predict the changes 
that have taken place,, in the industrial 
world in a hundred years from the tinio he 
spoke. If any ono did, and his guesses 
happened to be at all near tho truth ho 
would have been set down by niuo 
hundred and ninety-nine thousandths 
of his contt mpories as hopelessly deranged. 
If, for instance, he had said that before tho 
close of the century carriages would speed 
over continents at the rate of fifty miles an 
hour, and that the inhabitants of Europe 
and America would lie able to tell each 
other the news of the hour instantaneously, 
how many would have believed him? Wlun 
it is considered that a hundred years ago 
there wero no railroads, no oceah stenm- 
ships, no telegraphs, and that tlie only mo- 
tive powers known to bo practicable besides 
the strength of men and horses were wind 
and water, we will have a notion what a re- 
volution bus been effected in the industrial 
world in a hundred years. 

In the Year of our Lord, 171)3, a very 
large part of this American continent was 
to civilized men a terra incognita. The 
capabilities of the prairies of the Great West 
were unknown. Immense areas which are 
now cultivated and have, dotted over them, 
cities, towns and villages, were u trackless 
wilderness, to penetrate which seemed bop< 
less even to tho courageous and enterprising 
pioneer. It was not then known that Cal- 
ifornia was rich in gold and that inexhauat- 
able stores of silver and other precious and 
useful metals lay hidden in the rocks and 
gulches of tiic Rocky Mountains. , 

The settlements of civilized men all over 
the continent wero then comparatively few 
and far between, and farming in all parts of 
it was carried on in the most primitive 
way. There was then literally no "machin- 
ery " on the farm. Everything was done 
by hand, even to winnowing the grain. The 
farming implements were few and exceed- 
ingly rough and clumsy. The produce of 
the farm was carried to market, though 
the distances were necessarily short, 
slowly and with great labor. 

The great ambition of the farmer was to 
raise and manufacture on Ilia farm every- 
thing, or almost everything, consumed by 
himself and his family. The clothes which 
he and his wife and children wore were 
manufactured and made at home. Carding 
and spinning and weaving and tailoring and 
tinning and currying and shoemaking were 
oil done on the farm. Tho farmer made 
his own eider, and often distilled his own 
whiskey. The rural population of the

LIOHT PUNISH M ENTS. 

The punishments of the men implicated 
in the Panama Canal frauds are, consider- 
ing the magnitude of their offence, very 
light. It should bo remembered that they 
were all intelligent men who wetc trusted 
by the people-. The money which they 
squandered and appropriated to their own 
use was entrusted to them by people who 
had faith in their integrity. They all, both 
bribers and bribed, knew exactly what 
thoy wero about. No one could have de- 
ceived himself or could have been deceived 
by others. The bribers knew that tho 
money they gave to buy votea was not their 
own to give, and the bribed know that the 
money they extorted from Charles Loeseps 
and others was stolen. They did not need 
anyone to toll them that Leaseps and his 
associates had no right to use tho 
monoy of tho stockholders in buying 
votes. The members who were bribed 
wore guilty of a double crime. They com- 
mitted a crime ogainst tho peoplo when 
tiiey received money from a company doing 
business with tho Legislature, and thoy 
committed a more despicablo crime, if 
possible, in taking as the price of thoir 
votes and their influence money which they 
know to be stolen. Either of theso offences 
deserved tho most scvero punishment. 
Men who arc unfaithful to a public trust, 
who sell votes which are supposed to bo un- 
purchaseable, should be made examples of, 
and men who receive stolen goods, knowing 
them to bo stolon, become partners in the 
guilt of tho thief. The speculators, who 
moroly deceived tho people by Uho roprc

life. They rose early and worked late. 
Then) was no talk of an eight-hours day in 
those times. Food was plenty, but it was 
course, and there was littlo variety. But 
B:o the work that these hard living and 
hard-working people did! They redeemed 
a continent from tho wilderness, and tliey 
built up a nation. There wore little moro 
than three millions of people then in what 
is now the United States, and only a few 
hundred thousand in tho whole of 
Canada. The change that has been 
effected on this continent during the last 
hundred yeara ia, even to look back upoD, 
amazing ; it is easy to bco that at the be- 
ginning of the period it would have been 
far beyond the power of tho human mind to 
foresee or even to guess at all intelli- 
gently at ita extent. 

When we look ha-jk to tho beginning of 
tho century and try to call to mind only 
somo of the changes that have taken place, 
we rcali/.o the hardihood of Mr. Rusk when 
he tries to peor into the future in order to 
give us an idea of what farming or any 
other industry will be like a hundred years 
hence. He can have no idea ua to what 
discoveries will bo made in that timo or 
what now forces will bo brought into sub- 
jection to the will of man. Inventions may 
now bo in process of boing worked out in 
the brain of some gonius of whoso very 
existence the world does not dream. Those 
discoveries and inventions may completely 
revolutionize tho agriculture not only of 
America, but of tho whole world. Ex - 
Secretary Rusk can have no more idea of 
their nature and tho changes thoy will 
causo than ho has of tho appearanee and 
mode of life of tho inhabitants of tho planet 
Mars. How then can he presume to guesa 
what fanning in America will be liko a 
hundred years hence. Such guessing is 
most unprofitable work.

"A BANQUET OF SWEET SOUND." 

Miss Zlppora Ilontelth .slnsrs for the First 
Time to a Victoria Audience. 

That there is in British Columbia suf- 
ficient musical talent to present a concert 
programme exceptional in quality and so 
diversified in character as to please all 
tastes, and at tho same time to present this 
programme in a maimer that would stand the 
criticism of any audience, is something 
of which all residents of the Province 
should be proud. Such a concert was that 
ut The Victoria lust evening. Those who 
provided the " banquet of sweet sound," 
at least the majoiity, appeared before 
Victorians for the liist time, but so did 
their music appeal to heart as well as ear 
that each number was listened to in intense 
delighted silence, succeeded . by heartiest 
applause. The people of Victoria are not 
quick to become enthusiastic, and they are 
inclined to be severely critical; so much the 
greater triumph of Miss Monteith and thost 
wdio appeared with her. 

Of course the far-famed soprano 
whose praises have been heard from 
across the Atluutie was the chief 
attraction of tho programme. Much 
was expected cf her, nor did she disappoint. 
Her selections were as widely differing in 
character as perhaps it would bo possible to 
imagine, yet in each tho spirit of the music 
was as intelligently interpreted ub the writ- 
ten words and music. The first number — 
the grund aria d'Isubelle de 1'opera Pre atix 
Cleros (Ilerold) — demonstrated tho remark- 
able cultivation and power of Miss Mon- 
teith's voice, a sweet, sympathetic soprano, 
w hich seems to flow as easily and as har- 
moniously as a summer brook ; tho sec- 
ond, " Robin Adair," gave tho touch of 
nature which ever endears tho ballad to the 
people ; the third, recitative und uriu, 
"Willi Verdure Clad," Haydn's "Creation," 
gave the key to the meaning of tho English 
critic wdio said, " Her singing of sacred 
music is religion itself— grand, pure, en- 
nobling " 

Superlatives are for the most part as un- 
C'llled for as lightly bestowed, but in at- 
tempting to describe Miss Mon- 
ttith'a singing they cannot be avuidtd. 
Hi-r method is the perfection of 
art — simplicity, sweetness, thorough arti 
dilution aud sympathetic interpretation of 
the composer's best thought, delicate as the 
whisper of a dream or masterful as a 
hero's deed. If, during her residence in 
Victoria, she succeeds in imparting to the 
many who will no doubt become her pupils 
the secret of her sweet singing, tho public, 
us well as they, will owe her a second debt 
of gratitude. 

Mr. F. Victor Austin is himself a Vic- 
torian, which is a source of satisfaction to 
all good citizens. Choosing for his first 
selections Beethoven's " Kreutzer " Sonata 
und Wieniawski's "Legende," both of which 
us played by Musin still linger in 
memory, he challenged comparative crici- 
eism ; nor did he over estimate his 
ability or win an unfavorable verdict. His 
most pleasing number, however, was un- 
questionably his last — "In Memoi i jin," u 
composition of Iuh own, und Musin 's famous 
Muzourku de Concert. The former posses- 
ses peculiar beauty and power ; rich in 
melody, it has that within it which thor- 
oughly enthrals attention. Comming- 
ling, blending, inseparable, are 
two distinctive strains — the one 
sud and mournful, a sob though 
not a dirge ; the other grand as the swell 
of a mighty organ, telling of hope beyond. 
The composition is a work of genius ; it 
will live long. The mu/.ourku is too well 
known to require desciiption, sutStie it to 
say that it was played in a manner of 
which Musin himself would not have been 
ashamed. 

Ui Miss Diwson'a work, both in piano 
solo, duet and accompaniment, much might 
ba written und all in praise. Her touch is 
firm aud delicate ; her execution brilliant. 
She well deserves ull the honors accorded

AN ISLAND HERMIT. 

A Yisit to Ouo Who Hag Xo Use for 
Civilization and Would Rather 
ba AIouo. 

Strange Life of Isolation— He Does 
Without What ILo Cannot 
Himself Make. 



Tho man who gave to tho universe the 
idea convoyed in the statement that " One 
half the world does not know how the other 
half lives," evidently livod before tele- 
phones, telegraphs, railroads and steam nav- 
igation, to say nothing of press associations. 
But even in this day, when all tho world 
Bhakes hands across tho breakfast table, 
there occasionally comes to light un inci- 
dent which recalls the old statement. A 
Colonist reporter had this forcibly illus- 
trated by un early morning experience yes- 
terday. The auspicious combination of 
Sergeant of Provincial l'olico Lungloy and a 
naphtha launch just being "warmed up" 
caught tho watchful oyo of the reporter, 
and a few moments later ho had signed 
articles for an indetinito cruise into un- 
known waters. 

The rakish little craft sped away like a 
young colt, and the outer wharf lay astern 
in a few minutes. The giant hulk of tho 
old San l'edro dead ahead caused tho scribe 
to venture a question as to the destination 
of the launch.

See here, that is good 
salt, is it not > Well, I make it right here. 
Do you sec thoso bricks?" pointing to a shelf 
filled with blocks of a dark substance. 
" Well, thut ia condensed jam made from 
berries which grow on the island. It will 
keep liko that for years. Those blankets 
rolled up arc sheets of fruit which I pre- 
pare by a process of my own. I could 
make you a suit of clothes or a hat out of 
It, only you would have to keep in out of 
the wet.

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Third .Session of tho Sixth Parliament. 

THIRTY-SEVENTH DAY. 

Thuusday, March 23, 1S03. 
Tito Speaker took the chair at 2 o'clock. 
Prayers by Rov. J. H. White. 

REPORTS, 

Mit. Stoduaut from the select commit- 
tee appointed to inquire into tho subject of 
cuttlo and sheop gruzing lands reported, 
recommending the re-enactment of the act 
of 1879, with certain changes. 

Tho report was received and ordered to 
ho printed, 

Mb. KeixiE from tho select committeo 
on Carpenter Creek land olaims reported, 
rc claim of McArthur. 

Tho report was received and ordered to 
bo printed, 

REAL PROPERTY BILL. 
The Houso went into committeo to con- 
sider a message from Ilia Honor tho Lieut. - 
Governor transmitting a bill respecting 
Real Property, Mr. Martin in tho chuir. 
The bill was reported, read a first time and 
placed on tho orders for second reading 
Monday. 

ISLAND RAILWAY, ETC. 

Ma. Mi Kkn/.ik introduced a bill relating 
to the Island Railway, Graving Dock, etc. 
Read a first time ; second reading Monday. 
PUBLIC ROADS BILL. 

On th-e motion to adopt tho report of 
committee on the Public Roads bill, 

Mr. SWORD moved an amendment that 
the bill should only bo in force in munici- 
palities whan a by-law to this efl'dot was 
pasted by the council. 

Hon. Mr. Ykrno.n pointed out that if 
the amendment were carried, it would 
simply have tho effect of rendering the bill 
inoperative. 

Mn. Hunter was sure the result of the 
amendment, would simply be confusion. 

Hon. Mr. Beavkn — You don't prohibit 
the uso of wide tires. (Laughter.) 

Mil. KlTCUEN said that as far as he could 
ascertain the bill at present was the one 
that was wanted, and bo hoped the hon. 
member would be willing to withdraw tho 
amend meat. 

Hon. Mil Davie said it would bo dis- 
advantageous to tho principle of the bill to 
have such a clauso inserted as the one pro- 
posed. 

Mil. ANDERSON said that in Victoria dis- 
trict tho Wide Tiro Act worked well, and 
it now cost much less to keep up the roads 
than formerly. 

Tho amendment was loBt. 

Hon. Mr. Davie suggested a couplo of 
verbal amendments. 

Ho.v. Mu, Beaven objected that no notice 
had been given. 

Hon", Mr DAVIE objected to tho wasto 
of time splitting straws, evidently for tho 
Bake of delaying the business of the coun- 
try, more especially at such a time, when 
all wero anxious to proceed as rapidly as 
possible 

Hon. Mr Beavkn withdrew his objec- 
tions, and the amendments wero inserted. 

Hon. Mr. Bkaven moved an amendment 
to prevent the act coming into forco in tho 
cities until tho city councils ptssed a by- 
law. 

Mil Brown said he represented a city 
und did not agree with the honorable lead- 
er of the Opposition. Let tho act apply all 
over the Province, and not exempt unyene. 

Hon. Mr. Davie, while ho could otly 
apeak for tho city of Victoria, was incline./ 
to favor the idea, as there were some roads 
in Victoria tf.hich could stand narrow tires, 
If tho cities wisheu t0 8° on wasting their 
money, why not ullow • tlle,n to le " rn l ' ic ' r 
icssou i»y experience'! 

Hon. Mr. Versos said iio differed with 
his honorable oollcague. It was a question 
of the interests of tho general public as 
against the interests of the few who used 
heavy wagons. 

The amendment was lost, and the roport 
was udopted. 

MUNICIPAL ACT. 

The Houso went into committee on the 
Municipal bill, Mr. Semlin in tho chair. 

On Hon. Mr. Beaven'a amendment Vo 
provide for provisional licenses for p : .cnics, 
otc. , 

Mil Brown entered a s*^ onK protest. 
He objected to such a pro',' lB i on being forced 
on New Westminster. .r| le only good effect 
of the clause wou '.a be to enable the holder 
of a liquor Vicense to make a little moio 
money at, the expense of thoso who oh- 
joct'jrj. 

Hon. Mil. Heaven claimed that this was 
now the provision of the Provincial law and 
the result was that picnics were held out- 
side the city limits. 

Mu. GRANT moved an amendment to pro- 
vide a sufegua.nl by making it necessary for 
the application for temporary license to be 
made by the managers of the picnic as well 
ua by the saloon keeper. Ho thought the 
Mayor should be the one to grant the tem- 
porary license. 

Dli. M II. SE moved to strike out the cIuubc 
altogether, on tho ground that it was totally 
unnecessary. Ho was not satisfied with 
the explanations of the hon. leader of tho 
Opposition, and thought that the less such 
legislation there wus the better. 

Dr. Milne's motion was lost. 

Mr. Grunt's amendment was then put and 
curried. 

Hun. Mr. Turner moved an amendment 
to enable the aldermen to draw $400 a year 
salary instead of $200, as may bo fixed by 
tho council. It was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Grant moved an amendment to re- 
duce the vote necessary to carry a money 
by-law to a majority instead of three-fifths. 

Hun. Mr. Beavkn said bo thought the 
three-fifths law worked very well. 

Hon. Mil Davie said be had introduced 
the provision last year and had no reason to 
believe a change would be beneficial. Ho 
would vote against it. 

The amendment was lost. 

Hon. Mr, Davie moved an amendment 
to place tho police of the cities of tho 
Province under control of a Board of Com- 
missioners. Under the present arrangement 
the police wero not independent, and the 
effect of the amendment would be to romovo 
them entirely from politics. The policy of 
the Government in making the appointment 
in places whero there were no County Court 
judges would ho to appoint some one who 
would be entirely removed from politics. 

Mil Cotton opposed the amendment on 
tho ground thut tho people who paid tho 
police should have the control. He believed 
that tho polico would bo well controlled by 
a board composed of tho Polico Magistrate 
and County Court judge and two elected 
members. This would do awuy with the 
objectionable features. 

Hon. Mr. Beavkn did not think that 
either proposition would bo acceptable to 
him. He had yet to learn that there were 
any complaints made of the system in force 
hero. Tho police in Victoria wero under 
the control of tho Chief of Police, who was 
n proper officer. What was the use of elect- 
ing commissioners to do the duty which 
should bedono by the municipal councillors. 

After some discussion, tho committee 
roao, reported progress and asked leavo to 
sit again. 

AUTHORITY OP A CIIAIRIIA.V. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Grant, 
Mr. Speaker ruled that, in accordance 



with the decision dearly laid down in May, 
tho chairman of committeo of the whole hud 
tho Bamo powers as tho Speaker of the 
House. 

It being (i o'clock, tho Speaker left tho 
chair. 

EVENING "SESSION. 
Tho Speaker took tho chair at 7:110. 
DYING AND DRAWING DILL, 

Mr. Kitchen moved the bocuiuI reading 
of thoDrainago, Dyking and Irrigation bill. 
He said tho principle differed only from what 
was already tho law by making lands alien- 
ated from the Crown, by pro-omption or 
otherwiao, liablo for assessment uuder tho 
provisions of the Draiuugo Act. The Do- 
minion Government practically recognised 
the principlo by agreeing to sell lands in 
tho District subject to these assessments. 
This in no way interfered with the 15. N. A. Act 
or anything of that kind. It was tmo there 
had been a petition received against it from 
interested parties, known as tho Maple 
Ridge Dyking Co. 

Mr. Speaker, at this point, said there 
were grave doubts as to tho regularity of tho 
bill. He would not stop the discussion, but 
ho thought that clauses 7, 14, lo, 40 and 42, 
possibly others, were in direct contraven- 
tion of the 15. N. A. Act, and beyond tho 
power of any private member of tho House, 
inasmuch as it was proposed to impose a 
fee, or levy an assessment, upon lands for a 
specific purpose. 

Hon. Mil Vernon said that apart from 
the question of order, there were 
several serious objections to tho bill, 
inasmuch as some of its provisions appeared 
very high-handed and interfered with 
vested interests. So fur as tho principle of 
the bill itaelf was concerned he was not op- 
posed to it, and tho objections could bo 
dealt with in committee, whero ho would 
discuss them moro in detail. 
■ Mr. BROWN asked what tho authority for 
the point of order was. 

Mr. Speaker— Section 54, B. N. A. Act, 
18(17 (incorporated in Rules and Orders) : 
" It shall not be lawful for the House of 
Commons to adopt or pass any vote, resolu- 
tion, address or bill for tho appropriation of 
any part of tho public revenue, or of any 
tax or impost to any purpose, that has 
not been lirst recommended to that House 
by message of the Governor- General in the 
session in which such vote, resolution, 
address or bill is proposed." 

Messrs. Brown and Kitchen did not 
see that the point of order applied, as there 
was a material difference in tho principles in- 
volved. 

On the suggestion of tho hon. Commis- 
sioner of Lauds and Works, the bill was 
allowed to stand over. 

THE game hill. 

Mil ANDERSON moved the second reading 
of tho Game bill. He said it was for tho 
purpose of putting an end to the prom a- 
cuous shooting off of firearms on tho public 
highways. This had grown to ho a danger- 
ous practice and should bo put a stop to. 
He had introduced it at tho request of per- 
sons in bis district, who had complained a 
great deal about it. 

Hon. Mr. Bkaven said it wbb a bill that 
should not receive its second reading. It 
was totally impracticable to prevent people 
from shooting with a shotgun within 100 
yards and with a rifle 1,000 yards of a pub- 
lic highway. It wus useless to put a law 
on the stntuto books that could not be car- 
ried out. 

Mil KELLIE said it was a most remark- 
able bill und would scarcely apply to Kootr- 
nay. If, as it had been tho caso with him- 
self, a hear entered his cabin an.l carried off 
ihe supplies, he would hardly wait until 
the animul was 1,000 yards away before 
shooting. (Laughter.) 

W, ;S;. Allli VSRKQS appreciate;' the object 
in'view, but advised uie mover to drop it 
for tho present, as he did not think It ."'to- 
gether practicable. ' 

Mil Anderson agreed, and dsked for the 
discharge of tha Second roiding. 

THE OAUVREAU EXPEDITION. 
The adjourned debate on the motion of 
Mr. McKenzie (20th March) for the appoint- 
Vneut of a select committee to inquire into 
the management of theGauvreau expedition 
last summer, and to ascertain the cost and 
full particulars of the aame, waa resumed. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said the Government 
had no objection to granting a committee 
for the purpose named, and, in fact, Mr. 
Gauvreau wus anxious that an inquiry 
sliould bo gone on with, but be deprecated 
the custom growing up in tho Houso of 
moving for committees to inquire into all 
kinds of things without first finding out 
whether there was really any foundation for 
inquiry and the taking up of the time of 
members and the county. The person mak- 
ing the complaint was a subordinate under 
the command of Mr. Gauvreau, a gentleman 
of high professional standing, and instead 
of making his statement to tho head of tho 
department conic to this House and sought 
an inquiry. This he considered very wrong, 
and should not bo encouraged. Gentlemen 
occupying responsible positions of this kind 
would hesitate before undertaking such 
responsibility if they were to become the 
subject of inquiry on tho complaint of any 
subordinate who might wish lo uak for it. 

Hon. Mil Bkaven said ho thought the 
House did not need u lecture as to its duties. 

Messrs. Room, Cotton and Hall ob- 
jected t.j the course pursued and agreed 
with the Hon. Mr. Vernon. Mr. Hall said 
the exploration party to find a route into 
the Yukon through Canadian territory was 
sent to offset the American route, whereby 
goods could be delivered on the Yukon by 
Americana without duty being paid. Ho 
had been consulted by tho Government as 
to this mutter, but could give no definite 
information, and there was no correspond- 
ence on the matter. 

Hon. Mil Da vie took a decided stand ua 
to the character of tho inquiry proposed, 
supporting the position of the Commissioner 
of Lands and Works. Mr. Moore, the 
gentleman making the complaint, was a 
man of exceptional energy and pertinacity, 
who had been before the Government a 
great deal, and had prevailed on the good 
nature of the Commissioner of Lands and 
Works with the result named. 

Mr. McKenzie said he had been asked to 
bring the mat ter before the House, and ho 
knew nothing about tho case except what 
be had been told. 

The motion for a select committee was 
voted down by 10 to 5, Messrs. McKenzie, 
Beuven, Semlin, Forstor and Grant voting 
aye. 

NEW PARLIAMENT BUILDINGS. 

The House went into committee on tho 
Parliament Buildings bill, Mr. Stoddart in 
tho chair. It passed through practically 
without debate. During tho passage 
through committee, the Commissioner of 
Lands and W orks stated that tho com 
petition on tho plans had been most 
fairly curried out, with general satisfaction 
to all. Tho plana selected wero certainly 
tho most suitable, although tho interior 
would have to be altered In somo respects to 
meet what oxperionco diotatod ua neces- 
sary to meot the requirements of tho var- 
ious departments. 

Mr. Cotton moved tho following amend- 
ments to insert as an additional clause : 
" And whereas it is necessary to anchor the 
Capital at Victoria before tho Redistri 
butiou bill is brought down," and to add to 



clause G : " And whereas it ia desirable to 
institute a large and comprehensivo scheme 
of outdoor relief." (Laughter.) 

Mr. Hunter thought tho amendment 
should have inserted as a ridor, "and 
whereas it is in the opinion of the Mainland 
association, etc." (Laughter,) 

Tho bill was reported complete without 
amendment, 

^ COUNTY courts BILL. 

Tho House went into committeo of tho 
whole on tho County Courts bill, Mr. Sword 
in the chair. 

Tho clause in referenco to the garnish- 
ment of wagoa wus passed as It Stood. 

On tho suggestion of Mr. Smith, a new 
section was added to make the provisions ol 
Sees. 18, 1!) and 20 re decreasing the juris- 
diction of the County court, apply to all the 
County courts, except those of Yale, Cari- 
boo, and Kootonay. 

The bill was reported complete with 
amendments. 

The Houso adjourned at 12 o'clock. 

AME1UCAN NEWS. 



For (he Frozen North. 

Philadelphia, Pa., March 215. — The 
Geographical club of this city, of which 
Professor Angelo Heilprin is president, will 
raise part of tho necessary funds for the 
next Peary expedition, arrangements toward 
lilting out which have begun. It is believed 
that when tho vessel goes north there will 
be two parties on board. Ono will be that 
of Lieutenant Peary, while tho other will be 
made up from the Geographical Society and 
under the command ot Professor Heilprin. 
When tho vessel touches shore Peary will 
take his purty north, while Professor Heil- 
prin will eacort his purty southward along 
tho const. Peary will have tho undivided 
honor of approaching tho pole. A special 
lookout for young Lieutenant Vorreshoff 
will be kept. 

Northern Pacific Service. 

Seattle, March 23. — The Northern Pa- 
cific, in the matter of time on through trains 
between St. Paul and Seattle, according to 
the summer time card of passenger trains 
which will take effect next mouth, will pro- 
vide for such a reduction us tho Great 
Northern cannot beat. Under tho new 
schedule a fast train will leave Seattle be- 
tween ,'5 and 4 o'clock in tho afternoon and 
make the run to St. Paul in sixty hours, 
stopping only at tho princ'pal stations. 
Another train will run heavy und stop at 
all stations to do tho local business, making 
about tho same time as at present. The 
fast trains east and west will carry through 
sleepers to and from this city, but the slow 
trains will run under tho aame sleeper ar- 
rangements as at present. The present 
time on throuch trains ia about eighty-two 
hours, so that the reduction is nearly a day. 

V. V. It. Advancing. 

New York, March 23. — A railroad pro- 
ject is being quietly pushed along which is 
designed to let tho Canadian Pacific road 
into New York independent of the trunk 
lines which terminate hero. Men with 
money and credit have organized tho New 
York Canadian Pacific Railway and HudBon 
Docking Company, with a capital of $1,- 
500,000. Surveys lnve been made and most 
of tho right-of-way secured for a lino from 
Ogdi nsburg, via Schenectady, to points on 
the New York and Newark bays, and it is 
proposed to begin the work of construction 
very noon. 'Ihe New York Canadian 
Pacific Railway, forn.erly known aa tho 
Now York, Ottawa & Northwestern, will be 
made tho connecting link. The new line 
will he a New York extension ot the Cana- 
dian Pacific from Prescofct, Ont, which is 
jusT across .'iTer ^om O^etmbury, N 
Y. The distance from Ogdenaburg to 10 
terminals in New Jersey is about 350 miles. 
Tho charters of tho entire line through tho 
stato of New York, aa well as the terminal 
in New Jersey, have been organized separ- 
ately, in accordance with the laws of the 
two states. The property of the terminal 
company is situated at Cranford, N. J. 

Texas land Fraud*. 

Aestin, Texas, March 23. — An immense 
sensation has been caused by the exposure 
of Land Office frauds in dealings in Texas 
lands, as shown by the Legislative investi- 
gation committee. It wus said to-day that 
the Legislature would probably impeach 
Commissioner MoCuughey. Tho committee 
is trying to prevent tho publication of the 
evidence taken in tho caso. This evidence 
is said to implicate many men high in the 
logal and political field. McCaughey says 
everything be did was advised by Governor 
Hogg and tho Attorney-General. The 
executive denies any connection with the 
matter. Deep interest is felt in the uction 
of the Legislature. |j

College Girls Am 



Tlio institution of learning presided 
over Ly Tennyson's Princess Ida is al- 
most realized in some of the noble col 
logos for girls that now exist in the 
United States. A poetic dream often- 
times brings its own fulfillment. Tho 
bravo college girls are just as handsome, 
just as prettily dressed, just as musical 
and artistic in their tastca as girls over 
were, and that is ono of tho old, good fea- 
tures that were brought along and at- 
tached to tho now system. Tho girls of 
Wellesley college havo a political society 
called tho Agora. Tho members havo 
boon pursuing a courso of study on fed- 
eral government, and lately hold a mock 
senate, in which they discussed tho Chan- 
dler bill for restricted immigration, in 
accordance with the rules of parliamen- 
tary usage customary in the United States 
senate. It, is ono of tho rules of the 
Agora that members shall make at the 
beginning of a meeting extempore 
speeches on various topics. I never havo 
had anything do mo more good than to 
read 'of the subjects tackled in these 
speeches at a recent meeting. Tho fair 
and wise young students made extem- 
pore addresses on Irish homo rule, Ha- 
waiian annexation and Kansas politics. 
Where is the man who said that women 
take no interest in tho large questions of 
the day? Smith college, too, has an or- 
ganization called the Junior Political 
society. Read this question which tho 

Smith Juniors debated at a recent n 1- 

ing, "Shall the United States Have Free 
Coinage?" Now, know for certain that 
the' coming woman is here. 

Mrs. Mary O. Miner of Hiawatha is 
secretary of the Kansas State Pharma- 
ceutical association. That association 
has only two women members, anil the 
fact that ono of them has been chosen 
secretary is a compliment to tho two 
pioneer women pharmaceutists. 

Whenever a woman marries a man for 
tho sake of being supported she ought to 
bo disappointed in her expectations. 

Mrs. Antoinotto Van Hoesen Wake- 
man belongs to tho editorial staff of the 
Chicago Evening Post. 

Lucy Holmes Taylor, D. D. S., is the 
first woman graduate in dentistry in 
Kansas. She is vice president of the 
medical department of the Kansas Queen 
Isobellu association. 

Tho famous Old South church of Bos- 
ton is the scene of a contest annually 
for a number of prizes for tho best es- 
says on historical subjects. These are 
known as tho Old South prize essays. 
This year tho girls took all tho prizes. 
Ono prize, $40 in money and a member- 
ship in tho Massachusetts Historical so- 
ciety, was won by Lucy Warren of tho 
sophomoro class of Boston university. 

How much good an association of wom- 
en can do is shown by Mrs. Underwood's 
story in Worthington's Magazine of the 
Chicago Woman's club. That magnif- 
icent organization has now been in ex- 
istence IT years. It has established and 
maintains a free kindergarten and a pro- 
tective agency for women and children. 
Through its persistent efforts women 
physicians were appointed on tho medical 
stall of insane asylums and other public 
institutions in Illinois. Tho same kind 
of effort, at once enthusiastic and gentle, 
as well as steady, resulted in the ap- 
pointment of women as assistant school 
superintendents and members of the 
board of education in Chicago. One of 
tho club members is Mrs. Bertha Honore 
Palmer, president of tho board of lady 
managers of tho Columbian exposition 
Another is Ada C. Sweet, the pension 
claim agent, who so long held the office 
of government disbursing pension agent 
at Chicago. Yet another member, Mrs. 
J. M. Flower, is president of tho Illinois 
training school for nurses. Ono feature 
that has contributed not a little to the 
gi'eat success of the Chicago club is the 
fact that ladies of loisuro and tho high- 
est social standing became active and 
enthusiastic members, and it helped 
them quite as much as they helped it.

What do you think of this land of 
law? A negro in Louisiana stole some 
clothing from a woman. It, was certain 
that ho committed tho theft, but, the de- 
fense showed that tho lady had a hus- 
band living.

The Philadelphia board of health 
Is quite as much to bo congratulated as 
Dr. Van Gasken. 

Tho Now York Mail and Express of- 
fered a prize of $200 for tho best essay in 
favor of a protective tariff, and it was 
won by a newspaperwoman, Miss Mabel 
McElheny. 

Women are holding important clerk- 
ships in both branches of tho Arkansas 
legislature. Miss W. P. Honey is enroll- 
ing clerk and Miss Zonio Harvey on- 
grossing clerk of tho senate, while two 
women hold committee clerkships in tho 
lamo body. Tho house has two women 
assistant clerics. 

Kansas, along with more politics than 
Bay other state in tho Union, has some- 
thing else that not many other states 
possess — that is, an export woman ac- 
countant. When a business firm's book- 
keeping gets into a hopeless tangle, or 
'when a settlement and balancing of ac- 
counts is required, Mrs. Thurston is sent 
for from city to city and is as skillful in 
her lino as the women of tho treasury 
department are iu deciphering tho words 
rad numbers upon mutilated currency. 
But women can't understand business 
Mid cannot loam mathematics!

The Tclenutogrniili. 

CllicAfio, March '2,'t. —A number of news- 
paper men and guests witnessed an exhi- 
bition of Professor Rlisha Gray's Telauto- 
graph the other afternoon. The Teleauto- 
grapb, bb itH name implies, enables one to 
transmit instantaneously by wire a fac- 
simile of his writing to any distance. An 
ordinary pen or pencil is employed. As it 
moves, a pen at the other end of tho line is 
reproduced in fuc-simile at tho other end. 
The tests this afternoon wero entirely satis- 
factory, many being mado by the guests. 
Writing, sketches, musical notations anil 
stenographic characters woro transmitted 
with equal fidelity. Tho tests ivoro mado 
through artificial resistances, representing 
many hundreds of miles of wires. 



A PROTRACTED PRESBYTERY 



A Siitiiifr Which Lasted From 9 a.ni 
to I2:.'J0 am— So Decision- 
Yet Arrived At. 



The. Troubles in St- Andrew's Church 
Still the Topic of 
Debate. 



The Presbytery met again yesterday 
morning, and was engaged all day in inves- 
tigating tho troubles in St. Andrew's 
church, referred to its members and special 
assessors for consideration. Tho proceed- 
ings wero opened in the usual form. 

Hev, P, MoF- Maoleod opened tho case 
for tho defence, and declared that he would 
tako the necessary steps to have his charac- 
ter and standing as a minister vindicated 
against the attacks made upon him the pre- 
vious day. He proceeded to treat of the 
petition, and denied the right of the peti- 
tioners to their claim that they represented 
the congregation of tho church. Some of 
those men had been managers of the church, 
and no sooner had they resigned their posi- 
tion than they proceeded to assuil and ob- 
struct their successors in their work. The 
other petitioners wero comparatively new 
members of the church, and lived at such a 
distance that their attendance at meetings 
was seldom. It had been broadly stated by 
Mr. Hutoheson that his (Mr. Maolcod's) 
usefulness had ceased and that he ought to 
retire. Now, if sueh a charge had been 
made against Mr. Hutoheson— had ho been 
told that his usefulness as a merchant in 
Victoria had ceased and that he had better 
retire, an action for defamation of character 
would in all probability have ensued. Mr. 
McMicking bad stated that be (Mr. Mac- 
leod) was endowed with an uncontrollable 
temper. 

"Now, where would Mr. McMicking be 
to-day bad I an uncontrollable temper and 
from what ho hus said of me'.'" asked the 
speaker. He next proceeded to say that 
his character having been attacked, and 
these attacks published in the public press, 
it was not to be expected that he would get 
a call to any other church — that is, if the 
statements made by tho petitioners were 
credited. Ho had never sought a call dur- 
ing his ministry; tho call was mado upon 
him, as in tho case of St. Andrew's church, 
Victoria. The finances of tho church since 
his advent next received attention. Mr. 
Macleod quoted from tho annual printod 
reports of the Hoard of Managers in sup- 
port of his statements, though some of these 
reports, heel limed, wero misleading. In 1891, 
for instance, it was reported that there had 
been a falling off in the receipts, while 
there were 138 now members added to the 
church. Forty-two of theso were added in 
the month of^December of that ye»r, and 
the vast majority at tho last two com- 
munions of the year. Again, in IS!):!, with 
a bad summer and very many other 
troubles, the receipts of the church would 
compare favorably with those of the pre- 
vious years. When he first came to tho 
church, his call was signed by forty-seven 
members, and there was at that time a con- 
gregation of eighty-one persons. Tho con- 
gregation had steadily increased, year by 
year, until at the end of 1S92 there were 
:!■!(! on tho roll. This did not look as if his 
pastoral exertions hud been a failure. He 
denied his responsibility for the manage- 
ment of the finances of the church. 

The reverend gentleman next alluded to 
the circumstances attending the memorial 
services of the late Hon. John Robson, and 
tho removal of the portrait of that gentle- 
man from the church. In this connection 
he read certain correspondence passing be- 
tween Mr. McMicking and himself, and said 
that with the feeling expressed by Mr. Mc- 
Micking it was anything hut pleasing to 
find that gentleman appointed chairman of 
the Board of Managers, with the subsequent 
annoyances. The (luestinn of stipend was 
next touched upon, and Mr. Macleod read 
correspondence between Mr. Carmichael 
and himself on the point. When he accept- 
ed I he call of the congregation ho had the 
understanding from the late Hon. John 
Robson that the stipend was to bo paid 
monthly, in advance. When Mr. Car- 
michael, as treasurer, wrote offering to pay 
half a month's stipend, promising the re- 
mainder tit the end of the month, and 
stating that in future the stipend would not 
be paid in advance, he (Mr. Macleod) con- 
sidered he had rights to protect. 

" I felt," said he, " that if I admitted 
their right to touch my salary, they would 
do it again. I had in view that the pre- 
vious minister of this church had had his 
salary reduced to SI per quarter. (Laughter. ) 
What was to prevent them taking a similar 
course with mo V The object was made 
clear by th-) subsequent proposal to i educe 
my stipend to $2,000. They might as well 
mado it 81, because theso men know full 
well that I could not live and pay my way 
in Victoria on an income of §2,000 a year. 
It was their covert way of bringing about 
my resignation, for this was admitted to be 
the object, at the Synod meeting." 

Rev. Mr. Macleod again took the stand 
after adjournment, and proceeded to re- 
view the addresses of the petitioners as de- 
livered on tho previous day. Mr. McMick- 
ing had cast out an insinuation as to his 
(Mr. Macleod's)ministerial career which one 
could not expect from an honorablo enemy. 
It was not necessary, Mr. Macleod said, for 
him to vindicate his ministerial career, ex- 
tending over twenty-one years. Toronto was 
the last scene of his labors, and the session 
of the Central Presbyterian church thore, 
with which he was connected for seven 
years, passed a resolution complimenting 
him upon his services, the congregation as 
well as tho receipts of the church having in- 
creased three-fold during bis ministry. Mr. 
MoMicking's allusion to "the little girl 
pursued with avidity through the 
press," was, Mr. Macleod said, un- 
kind. So far from tho lady 
in question being " pursued with avidity," 
it was the young lady who went for him, in 
consequence of a sermon he had preached 
on the public school question and hi con- 
demnation of the too free use of the rod. 
The sermon, he belioved, did good, although 
i' might have had the effect of creating some 
ill-feeling on the part of the teachers. 



Another sermon, alleged to have created 
some ill feeling, was one he had preached 
and which was said to have been aimed 
against secret societies. Tho reverend 
gentleman denied that this was his object 
Ho also alluded to Mr. MoMicking's accusa- 
tion that ho was endowed with "an uncon- 
trollable temper, inherited from his parents. " 

" That I must pronounce, and I try to 
avoid strong language, as a lio in whole 
cloth. That I should say that I 
inherited an uncontrollable temper from 
a saintly woman — one of the noblest women 
that ever lived— and from a father that had 
spent forty years in tho ministry — whoever 
put such words in my lips, put a lio into 
them. It Mr. McMicking has any honor or 
honesty in him, hu will apologise." 

Then it had been staled that his selection 
of certain sections of scripture read by 
him, was intended to offend. This state- 
ment bo emphatically denied, and accused 
those who thus misinterpreted his inten- 
tions of doing him an injustice. As to his 
mission to Toronto, ho denied that he 
undertook to raise subscriptions sufficient 
to reimburse tho managers to the amount of 
the travelling expenses. His expenses 
were paid to tho General Assembly, 
and while in that city ho ren- 
dered valuable services in arranging 
for tho furnishings and fittings of the 
church. The petitioners claimed that they 
were tho bone and sinew of tho church, but 
there certainly were other members who, 
perhaps, had more right to make that 
claim, and of theso were gentlemen who 
now sat in the session and on the board of 
managers. Stress had also been laid on the 
point that a .rote was taken other than by 
ballot, but if the pastor was openly called 
why should not any action affecting his 
position he openly dealt with? The so- 
called manse had been alluded to. The 
fact was that the house was too palatial and 
too costly, the rent or interest on the pur 
chase money being §40 per month. The 
place was subsequently sold for . SI 1,0 .0. 
Alluding to tho remarks of Mr. Carmichael, 
the reverend gentleman said : 

" Mr. Carmichael made a personal attack 
upon my character. 1 hope on cooler re- 
llection that ho will apologise for having 
used these words. If ho does not do bo it 
will be necessary for me to take tho proper 
steps to vindicate my character against a 
slander and a gross ono." 

Mr. Macleod argued that if tho building 
loan had been properly handled in tho first 
instance, there would have been little of the 
present financial troubles ; and denied that 
ho had difficulties and differences with the 
auxiliaries of the church as alleged by Mr. 
Dryden. It had been said by Mr. Hutohe- 
son that tho sooner he (Mr. Macleod) re- 
signed the butter. 

" Is this a struggle for truth and justice 
or for mastery ?" asked the reverend gentle- 
man, as ho averred that ho had friends in 
tho congregation, and that ho was con- 
vinced that wero he to resign it would not 
bo in the interests of the church. The 
largest vote tho petitioners secured was 
7">, while the action of the session and the 
pastor was sustained by a vote of 171. 
These wero facts which he asked the Pres- 
bytery to consider. 

Mr. Finlayson, sessional clerk of the 
ohurch, avowed himself agrieved and ashamed 
of theaction of the petitioners, whoso real ob- 
ject was to secure a severance of the pastor- 
al tie. He paid a high tribute to tho worth 
of the Rev. Mr. Macleod and defended that 
gentleman ably, concluding with tho hope 
that, the petition would bo dismissed. 

Rev. Mr. Winchester declared himself a 
disinterested party, not even enjoying the 
acquaintance of some of the petitioners, 
and only recently having been made a mem- 
ber of tho session of St. Andrew's church. 
He believed that had the laws of tho church 
been better known and adhered to a great 
deal of the present trouble would have been 
avoided. The session's papers having so 
clearly stated the case, ho contented him- 
self with a brief allusion to the facts. 

Dr. Milne, M.P.P., said that he heartily 
disliked church quarrels, and much re- 
gretted the present one. No doubt there 
had been deficits for some years past, but 
this was chit tly due to paying off debts. 
But the condition of the church was by no 
means as hopeless us the petitioners would 
have people believe. With a little more 
energy and economy all would turn out 
well. The interest on tho building fund 
had kept them back, but with present ar- 
rangements and a life insurance scheme now 
under consideration tho difficulties would, 
he overcome. The Doctor went into figures 
to show how great savings could be effected 
and had been < ffected in the management of 
the church. Speaking of tho personal at- 
tacks made upon Mr. Macleod, he said that 
they were unjust and unfounded, and ap- 
pealed to tho Presbytery to sustain that 
gentleman's character. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod asked for tho produc- 
tion of a vote of thanks alleged to have 
been passed to the retiring board of man- 
agers. 

It was explained that signatures bad 
been obtained to tho document, and can- 
vassed. 

Rev. Mr. McLeod, Nanaimo, suggested 
that the case should close, and that tho 
Presbytery consider their report. 

This proposition was received, and after 
adjournment for supper tho Presbytery re- 
assembled, the press and public being ex- 
cluded. 

The Presbytery assembled sharp on time, 
and tho petitioners, pastor and session, 
wero also present. Shortly after cloven 
o'clock Rev. Mr. Macleod was called in 
before tho tribunal, and was in con- 
ference for half an hour. At 12::i0 
the doors wero thrown open, and 
to nil in waiting the Modoratoi' 
announced that the Presbytery had adjourn- 
ed until ten o'clock in tho morning, and 
requested that the petitioners and all others 
interested should he in attendance by two 
o'clock in the afternoon, at which time it is 
hoped a decision will have been arrived at. 
Some half a hundred disappointed parties 
heard the announcement.

Patrons of Industry. 

Detroit, Mich., March 2:5.— The Supreme 
Council of the Patrons of Industry of North 
America is holding its unnual meeting in 
this city. Delegates have come from all 
over the United States and Canada. Tho 
business of the meeting will not bo com- 
pleted before Saturday. It is proposed to 
amend tho constitution so as to do away 
vrith tho County Association, and have each 
local Lodge do business directly with the 
Grand Lodge of each Stute. The move will 
be mado in the interests of economy, and in 
accordance with the creed of the order which 
favors tho abolition of us many middlemen 
as possible. 

A Serious III OIV. 

Cincinnati, March 22. — A Terro Haute, 
Ind., Bpecial says; "Grand Master Sar- 
gent, of the Locomotive Firemen, speaking 
of tho ruling of Judge Taft, of the United 
States Circuit court, in tho Ann Arbor 
strike, holding him and Chief Arthur re- 
sponsible for damages resulting from their 
order of strike, says it is the gravest ques- 
tion that has ever confronted the Brother- 
hoods. Said he : ' I never for a moment 
dreamed that such a ruling was within the 
bounds of law, and if it is 1 am surprised 
that the able lawyers who assisted the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quinoy Road in 
their §7,000,000 strike did not discover it. 
If Judge Taft enunciated tho law, it is a 
death blow to labor organizations. It is 
certain that if I am to be liable for damages 
resulting from an order to strike, I am not 
going to order any strike.' " 

Sale ni' Relic*. 

Philadelphia, March 22. — A large num- 
ber of numismatists and collectors assembled 
in the Chestnut street auction house to-day 
at the disposal of tho collection of auto- 
graphic letters which formed part of the 
numismatic collection of Dr. Joseph Henry 
Dublin, D.D., a notod divine of Lancaster, 
Pa. The collection included letters from 
Edgar Allen Poe, Thomas Carlyle, Martha 
Washington, the last letter written by 
George Washington, autographs of every 
president and member of tho cabinet from 
Washington to Hayes, all the signers of tho 
declaration of independence, and several 
hundred notable men of all nations. In 
addition there is Washington's book case 
and mahogany secretary, his dining and 
card tables, pewter ink-stands and other 
articles. 

Prairie fires. 

Guthrie, O. T. , March 23. — Prairie fires 
havo been doing great damage in the Cher- 
okee District, destroying all the pasture and 
much timber. Several parties of boomers 
have had a narrow escape and it is feared 
some have been losl. In the Osage reserva- 
tion much damage has Ijoen done, and at 
Paushuska the council of the Osage nation 
and several stores were burned.

DENVER, March 2:). — Mrs. C. F. Taylor, 
wife of ex-President Taylor of the Mining 
Exchange, shot herself this afternoon in the 
right temple, death being almost instantan 
ecus. She had looked herself up iu a room 
at tho house of her daughter. She had 
brain trouble lately and was no doubt tem- 
porarily deranged when she shot herself. 
The family is one of the best known in the 
city. 



THE WILD WEST. 

Wintry Weather— Snow Blockades— Blizzards 
Lightning, Hall— Wires Prostrated. 

Chicago, IU., March 2:).— Advices from 
the Northwest state that one of tho most 
furious storms known for years began yea 
terduy, and is still raging. At Duluth, r 
foot and a half of snow fell during the 
night, and this morning it turned to sleet. 
A similar state of affairs exists in St. Paul 
and Minneapolis. Throughout Wisconsin 
there was almost a cyclone accom- 
panied by rain, snow and sleet. 
Particulars from that State are 
difficult to obtain, owing to the almost uni- 
versal prostration of the wires. Milwaukee 
is absolutely cut oil from the outside world. 
Neither telegraph company has a wire 
working to that city, and the telephone 
wires are also down. Telegraphic commu- 
nication is slow throughout Illinois, Iowa, 
Nebraska and Missouri. In Minnesota few 
wires are working and the telephone sys- 
tem is wrecked. At St. Louis it is raining 
hard. The lightning is terrific and has 
caused great delay to telegraphic business. 

St. Paul, March 23 — Dispatches from 
fifty points in western and southern Min- 
nesota and South Dakota indicate that a 
great storm is ragint! at Faribault and 
neighboring places. Eight inches of snow 
fell, and this was followed by a. heavy fall 
of hail, accompanied by thunder and light- 
ning. West of the border of South Dakota 
tho fall of snow was so great as to delay 
trains. It began snowing at 5 o'clock lust 
night and developed into a driving sleet 
storm by 9. The storm has been followed 
in the far west by ohinook winds, and a big 
thaw and possiblo Hoods are expected to-day 
or to-morrow. 

Duluth, Minn., March 23, — A belated 
blizzard sot in last night and within half an 
hour the street car sorvico was badly 
hindered. The snow is soft and drifting 
badly before a high wind, blowing with 
constantly increasing force. There is every 
prospect of a serious snow blockade, and all 
trains arc certain to bo greatly delayed. 
The temperature is not severe, but in many 
parts the prospects for a blizzard aro the 
worst of the month.
